The  selection  in  all  lines  is  unusually  large  and  with  the  Ornamental 
stock  in  demand  at  the  present  time  our  list  should  interest  you  especially. 
The  varieties  of  Fruit  trees  in  the  commercial  line  will  cover  many  heavy 
orders.

BEFORE  ORDERING  READ  CAREFULLY 

We  agree  to  deliver  stock  which  is  true  to  name  and  which  will  reach 
you  in  first  class  condition,  but  further  than  that  we  cannot  go  as  there 
are  many  things  to  take  into  consideration  in  handling  stock  after  arrival. 
Should  any  trouble  be  found  with  the  stock  we  are  ready  to  make  adjust- 
ments provided  the  claim  is  entered  at  once.

TRANSPORTATION 

Shipments  are  made  by  Parcel  Post,  Express  or  Freight  as  we  think 
best.  Charges  are  paid  in  advance  when  orders  carry  the  regular  advance 
payment  when  entered,  otherwise  the  customer  pays  the  charges  in  addition 
to  the  amount  of  the  order. 


TERMS 

A deposit  of  $2.00  is  required  on  orders  of  $20.00  or  under  and  on 
orders  of  over  that  amount  a 10  per  cent  cash  advance  is  asked  with  the 
balance  cash  at  time  of  delivery. 

DISCOUNT 

On  orders  amounting  to  less  than  $50.00  when  paid  in  full  at  time  of 
ordering  or  within  ten  days  thereafter  we  will  allow  10  per  cent  in  nursery 
stock  with  the  choice  of  varieties  left  to  the  customer.  This  will  apply  on 
Fall  orders  placed  prior  to  September  15th  and  on  Spring  orders  placed 
before  February  1st. 

On  orders  of  $50.00  or  more  we  allow  a discount  of  1 per  cent  per 
month  when  paid  in  full  at  time  of  entering.  This  is  based  upon  the  time 
between  the  date  of  the  order  and  October  first  for  Fall  delivery  and  March 
1st  for  Spring  delivery.  No  discount  is  allowed  when  the  10  pe  cent  advance 
only  accompanies  the  order.

Is  very  similar  to  the  Royal  Ann  in  general  appearance,  is  fully  as  large 
as  the  average  fruit  of  this  well  known  variety  but  is  a little  sweeter  and 
more  pleasant  to  eat  out  of  hand.  Is  a good  variety  for  home  canning  and 
ripening  at  the  season  it  does,  escapes  damage  from  rains  which  frequently 
are  experienced  when  the  Royal  Ann  is  ripening.  We  recommend  the  Royal 
Stewart  as  a choice  family  orchard  variety.  It  is  also  promising  as  a 
commercial  fruit  since  it  is  firmer  and  a better  shipper  than  the  Black 
Republican.

It  blossoms  a little  later  than  the  Italian  and  matures  a little 
earlier.  The  originator,  Mr.  Andrew  Vercler,  of  Salem,  has  fruited  the 
New  Oregon  for  several  years.  It  has  demonstrated  its  regularity  and 
polificness  by  producing  a full  crop  each  year.  It  suffers  much  less  dam- 
age from  autumn  rains  than  does  the  Italian.  It  dries  on  a par  with  the 
Italian  and  as  a table  fruit  we  consider  it  much  superior.
